Well folks, one thing that should be discussed before we let this 
topic go is how much attenuation the switch is capable of. 


I've used light switches for RF too, and they work fine, altho 
not nearly as cheap as I had expected, given the price of outlets and 
such. 


Problem is attenuation of whatever is switched off just isn't that 
good. 

In fact, that's a problem with all the commonly used switches, the 
Waters, B&W and so on. Radio wave do manage to cross a quarter inch 
of 

open space pretty effectively :) 


I went round and round for a while trying to find 

out why my broadcast band loop wasn't nulling until I realized that 
even with 30 or 60 or whatever the db attenuation of the grounded 
rotary switch, it still won't keep a broadcast band local out of the 
radio. 


I haven't measured the attenuation and don't intend to...anyway it 
will change with frequency...but for this application, as well as 
keeping your transmitter out of things, keep this in mind. It is 
possible to get 90-100db attenuating switches, but you can't afford 
them. 


As a result, I've built a patch panel using PL-258's. Oh and 
quick-disconnect adaptors on the PL-259's...they work just fine on 
HF. 


One other source of boxes and cases of various kinds is the 
electrical 


and plumbing supply selection at Home Depot or similar...there are 
many 

neat boxes available with all sorts of fittings. Unfortunately, the 
neat, attractive ones are also plastic, but if you can live with 
building an internal shield, it's a good solution. 


There's also a style of plastic hose with braided wire reinforcement 
that looks like shielding - I haven't found the problem this is a 
solution for yet!

The "classic" fixes for poor switch attenuation/port-to-port isolation 
include grounding every other fixed contact, running shielding in between 
each of them (this applies mostly to rotary switches), and grounding all 
unused ports. Alpha Delta Communications offered a very good switch using 
the latter two methods. 


Knife switches, which have a very wide gap when fully open, can use a 
version of these methods--mount them on a metal panel with a "wall" 
around each that reaches up to the lid, and do all of the RF wiring on the 
other side of the panel, with suitable sheilding walls and a lid. It's 
awkward and would take some building (solder it!), but you wouldn't have 
to worry about losing patch cords! <grin> 


Switches of any sort for this service shoule be evaluated on the basis 
of xsize:* the bigger the gap, the better off you are! If there's a way 
to improvise a shield between the contacts when open, all the better. 
(Same notion as gave us the screen-grid tube!) 


Using coax, two 90-degree adaptors and a suitable "barrel" will make up 
a "U" or "hairpin;" and then a suitably-spaced set of jacks with one in 
the center results in a "patch panel" with many of the advantages of a 
switch! Bayonet (BNC) or UHF quick-connect connectors (as Pete suggests) 
make such a thing easy to change. There are other "magic" spacing 
arrangements that work well--squares for transfer-type switching, 
hexagons+center, etc. You'll find these on a large scale in high-power 
RF, done with 3.125" and 6.25" rigid line.

Each letter and number makes a 
distinctive rhythmic sound. 


"After repeated listening conditions the ear to recognize each dis- 
tinctive sound, you have the same sort of pleasure professional 
musicians must feel in listening closely to complex music, or so 

I thought. 


"It was a skill I never needed, as things turned out, but it was useful 
for entertaining small children, or at least those with enought wit 

to be amused by hearing their names - dit-dah-dit, dah-dah-dah, 
dit-dit-dit, dit - in Morse code. 


"Still, it was a skill that until last week might have made me 
valuable to the Coast Guard. Now - useless. As useless as my skill 
at maneuvering a propeller-driven plane through a perfect Immelmann 
turn, followed by a flawless slow roll. 


"The purpose here was to enable me to destroy the air arm of the 
Imperial Japanese Empire, which fortunately collapsed before the 
skill had to be tested and, probably, found inadequate.

Drake rigs. Any crystal manufacturer should be able to supply these units 
quickly and inexpensively.

I completely agree. Brand new xtals for Drake equipment are readily 
available for quite reasonable prices. I like scrounging at swap fests 
and so forth as much as the next person, but it really isn't necessary 
for Drake xtals. 


The only thing to worry about is whether a 
> series resonant or parallel resonant crystal is needed. 


In dealing with Jan's Xtals, I've found you don't even need to worry 
about this level of detail. If you call and give them a specific Drake 
model number, they'll know which type to send. In fact, they're 
familiar enough with Drake gear that you can even call them up and tell 
them you need a xtal to cover the, say, 2.0-2.5 Mhz band for, say, a 


plain R4 and they'll send you the correct xtal. I discovered this when 

I was ordering for the first time and asked for an xx.xx Mhz xtal. The 
woman who was taking my order replied by saying, "Oh, you mean to cover the 
xx.x-yy.y band right? Now that was for the R4, not the T4X transmitter 
right, because they're different xtals you know." 


It's nice dealing with knowledgable, competent people. 


One warning however. While I've had no complaints about the quality of 
the xtal or service, I will say that it's well worthwhile to send them 
the extra couple of dollars for the first level of expedited shipment. 
The algorithm seems to be; no expedited shipment = no firm ship date. 
If you pay the extra charge, they'll always beat the specified date. 


I've no affiliation with Jan's, I'm just a 
reasonably satisfied customer who appreciates dealing with folks who 
talk the same language that I do.

Bruce, 

That is a good point. On some of my mil BA's, the moisture and fungus proofing 
varnish has encased the cloth so that the cloth can not escape! But I did have 
to repair a wire on a Super Pro Hammerlund that was manufactured with too tight 
a wire bend around the audio output transformer mounting bolt, and shorted out 
to it. Thus, for now, at least look for possible binding of wires against sharp 
metal grounded edges, and let's see what the group consensus is. One could make 
a case for using something like the MFP varnish and that would be "in period" 
with the BA, but eventually, the MFP original varnish may crack from age and 
whatever, so it may add to the demise of the cloth covered wire. The rubber 
wires used some time ago suffer from MFP as well as the rubber decay when 
natural rubber was used. 


I have seen some old telephone test equipment manufactured in New Braunsfels TX 
in the last third of the 1800's and the cloth on those magnet wires was in 
amazingly good shape without anything on them to protect the cloth, which was 
probably silk or cotton, (it was green cloth). So that would be a vote for 
doing nothing; (if it ain't broke, don't fix it!). Consider the test set had 
been used with wet cell batteries, and those had spilled on the inside of the 
wood case, which probably was a common happening in those days for something 
that was supposed to be "portable" equipment. So even around acid vapors, the 
wires not touched by liquid had survived intact.

Subject: Re: Testing caps 


My XYL just cleaned the front panel of the SX-28 we picked up at Livermore 
last weekend. She began with a soft toothbrush and clear Ivory Liquid 
detergent...this cleaned off most of the grime and got into the grooves and 
the pseudo-leather finish. Following that, she used 3M Light Duty Rubbing 
Compound (part # ©6049) [HIGHLY recommended for any painted surface, BTW]. 
This got the panel nearly back to its original gloss. I took over at that 
point, using (believe it or not) a shoe buffer, the kind that sits on the 
floor and has a waist-high stalk with the switch on the top. This has a 
conically shaped buffing pad that's made of long sheep's wool and turne quite 
fast. This buffer brought the final shine to the panel and, except for 
scratches beyond the help of anything short of a paintbrush, it looks great. 
The silver and red lettering cleaned up perfectly, with on flaking, etc. 


I won't guarantee that this technique will work on all lettering/paint 
combinations, but we've used it on several radios with no ill effects.
